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Health minister 
heard local concerns

Local officials met with Min¬ 
ister of Health, Halvar Jonson 
with the goal in mind to air their 
concerns and gain some assur 
ance that the issues would be 
addressed. 

All of those involved in tUe 
meeting say they feel those goals 
were accomplished. 

Didsbury Mayor, Ray Lea said, 
"Halvar Jonson listened to us and 
we had a chance to air all of our 
concerns."' 

In addition to the voices of the 
municipal officials, a large hand¬ 
ful of letters from Carstairs area 
seniors who were petitioning the 
Minister to protect the local hos¬ 
pital, were presented to Mr. 
Jonson. 

In the morning, Didsbury 
Mayor Lea, Dave Derksen, from 
Mountain View County, Evan 
Parliament, town CAO, and 
Richard Dais from Carstairs 
council met with local MLA, 
Richard Marz. 

Marz says he felt that the 
group was prepared for what was 
ahead of them 

The meeting was the culmi¬ 
nation of frustrations that the 
municipal leaders were feeling 
in regards the Didsbury and Dis¬ 
trict Hospital. 

When word came out late last 
year that there would be a pro¬ 
gram review at the hospital, offi¬ 
cials worried that the result could 
be catastrophic for the facility. 
Some believed that beds would 
be closed. 

When some residents and lo¬ 
cal officials attempted to contact 
the regional health authority, 
they felt that they were being 
ignored, and chose to go beyond 
the health authority and straight 
to the Minister to call for a corpo¬ 
rate review. 

"He did hear our concerns and 


were valid concerns," said Par¬ 
liament. 

Jonson was handed a letter 
from the Didsbury, Carstairs, 
Cremona, and Mountain View 
County councils that formally 
requested a corporate review that 
would examine the internal op¬ 
erations of the health authority. 

The major concern expressed 
by the delegates was the lack of 
utilization of the local hospital, 
despite adequate, and in some 
cases superior, equipment and 
staff. It was felt that the market¬ 
ing of the hospital by the region 
to other centres that are experi¬ 
encing a back log, such as Cal¬ 
gary, would address some of the 
problems. However, they felt the 
region was uncooperative, and 
perhaps even unwilling to secure 
the future of the facility. 

Marz says he believes Jonson 
acknowledged the concerns and 
over the course of the time since 
the meeting, has been mulling 
around some ideas to remedy the 
situation. Although he would 
not identify what those ideas 
might be, he did say that utiliza¬ 
tion was one of the keys of mak¬ 
ing the facility viable. Marketing 
is part of that picture. 

"Ultimately, that's what we all 
want," said Marz. 

Another concern that the 
councils brought to the table on 
behalf of residents, staff and offi¬ 
cials was a lack of communica¬ 
tion. 

Marz also says that Jonson 
was particularly interested in the 
problems within the region be¬ 
cause , in some cases, they are 
similar toobstacles beingencoun- 
tered in many regions across the 
province. Marz suspects that 
Jonson may be trying to find a 
solution that would apply to re¬ 
gions with similar concerns and

problems. 

County representative, 
Derksen says he felt good about 
the communication with the Min¬ 
ister. 

"The fact is, we had a good 
meeting and I am convinced 
Halvar was listening," said 
Derksen. 

While local officials were un¬ 
sure of the direction the Minister 
might take in the situation, all 
felt confident that the voices did 
not fall on deaf ears. 

The Minister did not give any 
definitive answer to the delegates 
of his decision, but assured them 
that their concerns would not go 
unaddressed. 

"We didn’t expect a decision,” 
said Parliament the day after the 
meeting. 

"The Minister has asked us to 
be patient now. We've all agreed 
and we'll await the news," says 
Parliament. 
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Whistle won't stop soon 

Canadian Pacific Railway has 
told town office that they will not 
be dealing with a request to cease 
the blowing of the train whistle 
in Didsbury until after the gates 
are put in. In addition, after the 
installation is complete, CP will 
not examine the cessation re¬ 
quest until at least one year after 
the gates are in functioning or¬ 
der. 

Town director of operations, 
Wes Yeoman, says he has been in 
contact with CP regarding their 
schedule for completion of the 
gates a number of times, but has 
not yet received a concrete an¬ 
swer as to when the set of cross¬ 
ing arms on 20th Ave. will be 
complete. 

Evan Parliament, town CAO, 
brought to the table a letter from 
resident, Harold Leslie, who pres¬ 
ently lives along the tracks, and 
was the one who initially asked 
council to request the whistle 
cessation. Leslie wrote the letter 
describing his time in Castlegar, 
BC, when he served as a member 
of municipal politics, and what 
process that town went through 
to have the whistle stopped in 
their town. Parliament said the 
letter was very informative, and 
he asked that council read the 
correspondence, to get an idea of 
how they might go about getting 
the attention of CP. 


First fire meeting 

Councillors inquired when the 
first meeting of the newly formed 
Didsbury and District Fire Au¬ 
thority will take place. Parlia¬ 
ment explained that once all of 
the necessary members have been 
appointed, two elected from both 
the county and the town, and a 
member-at large from each, a 
meeting schedule will be deter¬ 


mined. 

The newly formed authority 
will jointly run the operations 
for fire protection in Didsbury 
and the county's surrounding 
fire protection area. 

The town of Didsbury is still 
recruiting a member-at-large for 
their seat on the board. 


Bylaw changes 

Some wording changes were 
made to the bylaw that formed 
the Olds/Didsbuiy Airport Com¬ 
mission. The changes were more 
housekeeping issues, rather than 
actual changes to the operations 
of the Commission. 


Borrowing bylaw 

A bylaw authorizing tempo¬ 
rary borrowing for the Town of 
Didsbury was passed at the coun¬ 
cil table. The bylaw is required 
every year so that the town has 
a cash flow to operate business, 
before taxes levied are collected 
from taxpayers in Didsbury. The 
town can now, legally, borrow 
the equivalent to the amount 
they believe they will collect at 
tax time which is around $2.5 
million. 


Fireworks funds 

The Canada Day Committee 
has received a shot into their 
activity planning for July 1. Town 
council has approved a $600 con¬ 
tribution towards celebrations, 
including the fireworks display. 


Competing with Canada 

Two Cremona students, 
Kristen and Steven Tannas will 
be headed to the Canada Wide 
Science Fair in Edmonton from 
May 15 to 23. They asked the 
council to supply 10 pins to each 
of the four delegates who will 
represent central Alberta, includ¬ 


ing the Tannas', to trade with 
other delegates during the event. 


Stetson appointed 

Scott Stetson was approved 
as a new member to the commu¬ 
nity services advisory board. The 
terms of reference for the board 
were changed at the last town 
council meeting to allow for one 
more member, and the board has 
requested that Stetson be ap¬ 
pointed as the sixth member. 


Rusling appointed 

John Rusling is the new mem¬ 
ber on the Didsbury Environ¬ 
mental Advisory Board as ap¬ 
pointed by council. 


Tired of tires 

Many years ago, tires at the 
Didsbury landfill were becoming 
a real burden to the staff because 
there was such a large pile, it was 
causing a serious fire hazard. In 
1997, a company to haul the tires 
away entered into an informal 
agreement with the town. The 
town does not pay the company 
for the service, instead, the hauler 
is paid for the tire shreds during 
recycling, and the province also 
gives them an environmental 
stewardship grant. 

Discussion occurred on this 
matter because another tire 
recycler had come into the mar¬ 
ket, and because there was no 
formal agreement, the competi¬ 
tor was allowed to also haul 
away tires. This caused some 
concern with the company with 
which the town had been dealing 
with for a couple of years, and 


therefore, they requested the 
town sign a formal agreement 
with them. 

The Environmental Advisory 
board reviewed the proposals from 
both companies for the deal, and 
decided to continue to deal with 
the original hauler, and the board 
requested the town council to 
approve a formal agreement. The 
motion to do so was carried 
unanimously. 


Sub-lease signed 

The town has agreed to for¬ 
mally sub-lease the land they 
currently lease from the county, 
to the Didsbury Agricultural 
Society. The land is where the 
current Livestock Stabling Fa¬ 
cility was built, however the sub¬ 
lease agreement could not go 
through without the approval of 
the county. The county approved 
the sublease agreement, and the 
town will now go ahead and make 
the deal formal.

Parking problems persist in the town of Didsbury, and some say 
a new project is just going to make them worse. 

Some residents are starting to raise concerns that the proposed 
"Elevator Project" as it has been dubbed, will result in even more 
parking problems if it is located in its proposed sight where the 
gazebo currently exists downtown. The gazebo would be removed 
and likely taken to the hospital park, and grass would be planted 
over the parking lot, and the elevator outline and accompanying 
park would be created. 

Dorothy Moore, former town councillor and member of the 
Tourism and Economic Development Board says she believes 
people need to look beyond the enthusiastic theory of the project, 
and rather to the problems it would cause. 

"The plan to create an icon of our past in the form of a large 
outline of an elevator on which a projection of our famous elevator 
movies can be shown is a unique and creative idea. I think it may 
be a good addition to our town. The wisdom and impact of the 
remainder of the plan is my concern," says Moore. She says she 
voiced these concerns at the last TEC board meeting where the 
project was being discussed, however she was outvoted by the rest 
of the membership who wanted to support the elevator project. 

Committee member and town CAO, Evan Parliament disagrees 
with the notion that parking will be decreased. 

"In fact," he says, "this project increases the number of parking 
stalls to the back of the building." 

Parliament explains that although 19 parking stalls will be 
removed from the gazebo circle, 28 new stalls will be created on the 
east side of the current train station building. 

"The committee has addressed this concern, we haven't just 
dismissed it," he adds. The idea is that town is pursuing leasing a 
small strip of land that will be used as a driveway to the stalls that 
would be instituted along the train tracks. 

Moore and another concerned resident, say that although the 
parking will be replaced, it is still not appropriate parking. They 
say they do no believe that anyone who wishes to frequent a 
downtown business will be willing to park in the inconvenient 
spot. 

Parliament agrees. 

"We don't expect patrons of businesses to park there. We expect 
the owners and staff of businesses to park there," he says. 

Parliament expands to say that many of the parking problems 
downtown are a result of staff and business owners parking where 
they should be leaving spaces to the public and patrons. 

We have a parking attitude, not a parking problem," he says, 
adding that many of the staff and business owners refuse to park 
in other spaces.

A stiff sentence has been 
handed down by a Didsbury 
court judge to a man who robbed 
local businesses of tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars of cash and 
equipment. 

Kendall Andrew Wallace, 33, 
was charged with numerous 
counts of break and enter, in 
addition to possession of stolen 
property in relation to a number 
of crimes committed in the local 
area in the past couple of weeks. 

He appeared in Didsbury Pro¬ 
vincial Court last Wednesday 
and stood before the judge and 
plead guilty to all of the charges. 


The judge, ordered a four 
year sentence to the criminal. 

Sgt. Ron Platz of the Dids¬ 
bury RCMP says it was reward¬ 
ing to have such a stiff sentence 
handed down in the crimes. 

"It was a really good sen¬ 
tence," he said the day after 
court. 

But, it was just jail time that 
Wallace faced. Because he was 
unwilling to disclose the wherea¬ 
bouts of the stolen goods to the 
court, the judge also ordered 
$40,000 in restitution that will 
be paid when Wallace is released 
and obtains a paying job. 

Wallace was arrested a cou¬ 


ple of weeks ago when police 
noted the vehicle he was driving 
was dragging some lumber be¬ 
hind it. After pulling the vehicle 
over, the police got suspicious 
and checked the footprints on 
his shoes, which were found to 
match those left at the scene of 
the crimes. 

He was charged in relation to 
a break and enter at Reimers 
Concrete where $30,000 in 
equipment was stolen, stealing 
$5000 from the safe at the local 
AG Foods store, theft from the 
county yard in Cremona, and 
other crimes in and around Al¬ 
berta. 


achievement test, which creates 
such a small ratio that when 
one or two students do poorly it 
misrepresents the whole school.

Comer was one of the 22 volunteers who volunteered to 
have her head shaved for Cancer as part of the local fundraising 
campaign to battle the disease. What made this little girl stand 
out from the crowd was the fact that at a time when peer 
pressure is beginning to get strong, looks are important, and 
girls and boys are just beginning to notice one another, Comer 
shaved her beautiful hair to bring in a total of almost $700 for 
the cause. She had hair about to the middle of her back, and 
as the hairdresser shaved her head, she giggled and laughed. 

Comer had not only raised a huge sum of money adding to 
the total of almost $11,000 raised locally, she planned to 
donate her hair to the Canadian Cancer Society so that they 
can make wigs out of it. 

In my mind, all of those people who took part in the event 
are special and wonderful people, but there was just something 
about Comer's attitude that made you want to give her a big 
hug and tell her that she is a hero. 

I later heard through the grapevine that her fellow class¬ 
mates teased her terribly, and made fun of her all day at school. 
She told a colleague of mine that although being teased hurt 
her feelings, she could take it because she knows why she did 
what she did. 

Now, besides my automatic first reaction to want to 
strangle the kids who were making fun of her, it made me 
think. 

She is so cool, not only is she a little girl, who by nature are 
more concerned about their hair, but she is just approaching 
the age when most kids are so self concious, that they wouldn’t 
dare be brave enough to make themselves stand out in a crowd. 

It took everyone who participated a level of courage to 
remove their hair for cancer, but this little girl was more than 
courageous, she was my hero because she surely knew that 
some would only notice what she looked like, and not that she 
had raised money for a disease that had affected her family, and 
probably those of the people who would tease her. 

There were other examples of people who took part that 
cared so much about the cause, that they overcame the peer 
pressure that surrouded them, including Lindsay Way, a 16 
girl who went bald and raised tons of money for the devastat¬ 
ing disease. 

When I hear about these stories, I would like to think that, 
had I been asked, I would have had the courage to stand up and 
say I would do it. But, deep down I realize, like most other 
people (especially women), that I am far to vain to have 
actually gone under the shears. 

It's sad really, especially when you examine the statistics. 

For Comer, her own age group has a horrible battle with 
cancer. In fact, according to the Canadian Cancer Society, 
cancer causes more deaths among one to fourteen years olds 
than any other disease.

Report from the Legislature: a busy session

Consultations on legisla¬ 
tion for intensive livestock 
operations to be extended 

In Agriculture news, Ed 
Stelmach, Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture and Rural Development an¬ 
nounced Mar. 29,1999, that fur¬ 
ther consultations will take place 
on the proposed legislation gov¬ 
erning intensive livestock opera¬ 
tions. 

The postponement will allow 
for stakeholders to see the full 
package of proposed draft legis¬ 
lation, regulations and stand¬ 
ards document together. The 
decision was made after a recom¬ 
mendation was made by the Live¬ 
stock Regulations Stakeholder 
Advisory Group (L.R.S.A.G.). 

The L.R.S.A.G. will be meet¬ 
ing to continue discussing the 
results of the latest consulta¬ 
tions and encourages interested 
parties to work with the commit¬ 
tee and its members. The Group 
wants to make sure that when it 
next consults with producers, 
municipalities and the public that 
the complete legislative package, 
including Acts, regulations and 
standards, is available for re¬ 
view. 

Committee struck to re¬ 
view education property tax 

An MLA committee will re¬ 
view the way education taxes Eire 
collected in Alberta and is ex¬ 
pected to make recommendations 
to Municipal Affairs Minister Iris 
Evans on how to improve the 
education property tax system 
later this spring. 

The committee will; evaluate 
what is the best education tax 
system for property taxpayers in 
Alberta. The evaluation coin¬ 
cides with other timely circum¬ 
stances, since the government 
has achieved its objective of a 
provincial uniform education tax 
rate of a below 7 mill rate, and all 
residential property is assessed 
based on market value. 

The committee will Edso re¬ 
view the recommendations made 
in a report prepared by 10 mu¬ 
nicipal administrators from high 
growth communities and educa¬ 
tion property tax issues raised 
during the public consultation 
hist fall on farm assessment and 
taxation. 

The three-member committee 
includes committee chair Banff- 
Cochrane MLA Janis Tarchuk, 
Calgary-Glenmore MLA Ron 
Stevens Eind Calgary-Northwest 
MLA Greg Melchin. A prelimi¬ 
nary report will be completed by 
June 1999. 

New committee for select¬ 
ing provincial judges 

The five members of a new 
nominating committee for select¬ 
ing provincial court judges were 
announced Mar. 9, 1999 by Jus¬ 
tice Minister Jon Havelock. The 
committee will make recommen¬ 
dations to the Justice Minister 
on all future appointments to 
the bench. Having this nomi¬ 
nating committee as part of the 
appoint ment process makes it 
more transparent and respon¬ 
sive to the concerns of Alber¬ 
tans, by allowing Albertans a 
greater role in the selections of 
judges. 

The nominating committee 
will make its recommendations 
from a list of qualified candi¬ 
dates provided by Judicial Coun¬ 


cil. Judicial Council, which pre¬ 
screens provincial court judge 
applications, is a representative 
body of the Provincial Court, 
Court of Queen's Bench, Alberta 
Court of Appeal, the Law Society 
of Alberta and tow persons ap¬ 
pointed by the Minister of Jus¬ 
tice. 

The provincial court nomi¬ 
nating committee consists of four 
public members and one member 
from the legal profession. A 
nominating committee to advise 
the Minister on judicial appoint¬ 
ments was recommended by the 
Judicial Selection Process Re¬ 
view Committee last fall. It was 
co-chaired by former Chief Judge 
Edward Wachowich and Marlene 
Graham, Q.C. MLA for Calgary- 
Lougheed. 

Government empowers 
Albertans on use of notwith¬ 
standing clause 

The power of deciding when to 
use the notwithstanding clause 
is in the hands of Albertans. The 
Alberta Government decided 
Mar. 18, 1999, that in the future, 
a province-wide referendum plus 
a vote in the Legislative Assem¬ 
bly will be required before a deci¬ 
sion is made to use the clause. 

A decision to use the notwith¬ 
standing clause is taken as a 
serious matter. This move en¬ 
sures a clear process that puts 
the decision where it belongs - 
with the people of Alberta. In the 
future, no provincial government 
will be able to arbitrarily take 
away the rights of any Albertans 
by voting behind closed doors to 
use the notwithstanding clause. 
A referendum guarantees that 
all Albertans will have a say in 
those important decisions. 

This important step is a direct 
outcome of the findings of a Min¬ 
isterial Task Force set up by the 
Premier following the Supreme 
Court decision in the Delwin 
Vriend case. Members of the 
Government Caucus have re¬ 
viewed the recommendations of 
the Ministerial Task Force Re¬ 
port and decided to : 

1. Enact legislation which 
states 

•The Government must hold 
a referendum prior to introduc¬ 
ing legislation which contains 
the notwithstanding clause and 
must act consistently with the 
results of that referendum; 

•If the results of the referen¬ 
dum opposed the use of the not¬ 
withstanding clause, then legis¬ 
lation would be introduced; 

•If the results supported the 
use of the clause, then legislation 
would be introduced; 

•The Legislative Assembly 
would then decide whether to 
pass the introduced legislation. 

2. Review all of the issues and 
develop a set of principles that 
would serve as a foundation or 
guide for future decisions that 
may need to be made regarding 
the government's involvement in 
family and personal relation¬ 
ships. 

3. Pursue the following ac¬ 
tions on six issues relating to 
homosexual men and women and 
same sex couples: 

Marriage - Federal law pres¬ 
ently allows for marriEige only 
between a man and a woman. 
The Alberta Government sup¬ 
ports the status quo and would 
oppose any legal challenges to 
this law, including, if available, 
use of the notwithstanding clause. 


(In the case of marriage, use of 
the notwithstandingclause would 
be exempt from a referendum). 

Education - Provincial cur¬ 
riculum and resource material 
should not include anything pro¬ 
moting homosexual relation¬ 
ships. Local school boards may 
establish policies on teaching 
materials and courses of study 
regarding sexual education 
(Status quo). Input from their 
school councils should be en¬ 
couraged (Status quo). Par¬ 
ents must be advised by local 
school boards of the nature and 
content of sexual education ma¬ 
terials. 

Employee benefits - Take no 
action to prevent employers and 
employees from negotiating same- 
sex spousal benefits. Current 
collective agreements with Al¬ 
berta Government employees do 
not provide for spousal benefits 
for SEune-sex partners. Consid¬ 
eration of this issue should be 
done through the collective bar¬ 
gaining process. 

Benefits for common law cou¬ 
ples - Development of the policy 
framework will also include a 
review of the issue of providing 
benefits for common low and same 
sex couples. This review would 
involve consideration of the reg¬ 
istered domestic partnership con¬ 
cept. 

Foster parenting - Govern¬ 
ment policy will clearly state that 
placements are made on the basis 
of what is in the best interests of 
the child. 

Adoption - Government does 
not support adoption of children

In a meeting with the Town 
of Olds council today, Munici¬ 
pal Affairs Minister Iris Evans 
expressed her "extreme disap¬ 
pointment" in the operation of 
both the council and adminis¬ 
tration of the Town of Olds. 

She travelled to Olds to de¬ 
liver the findings of Municipal 
Affairs' investigation into the 
operations of the council and 
administration, and gave min¬ 
isterial direction through a 21 
point action plan. "All council¬ 
lors have a responsibility to 
their municipality as required 
by legislation. 


The 21 point plan states 
that, effective immediately, 
council must meet at least 
twice a month; make all mu¬ 
nicipal decisions at official 
meetings of council by resolu¬ 
tion or bylaw in accordance 
with the Municipal Govern¬ 
ment Act (MGA); and elimi¬ 
nate its portfolio assignments. 

The chief administrative of¬ 
ficer is directed to ensure 
monthly financial control re¬ 
ports are submitted to coun¬ 
cil, and adequately prepare 
council for council meetings 
as outlined in the MGA.

Failure to comply with the 
directions of the minister could 
result in the dismissal of coun¬ 
cil as a whole, any member of 
council or the chief adminis¬ 
trative officer. 


ministrative officer must re¬ 
port semi-monthly to the As¬ 
sistant Deputy Minister of 
Municipal Affairs on the 
progress being made to imple¬ 
ment the ministerial direc¬ 
tions. A summary of the semi¬ 
monthly report is also to be 
made available to the residents 
of Olds. 

The inspection was done by 
Municipal Affairs after a reso¬ 
lution was passed at a special 
meeting of the Town of Olds 
council Feb. 12,1999. 

The resolution requested, 
"the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs...appoint an investiga¬ 
tive team to investigate the 
matters of the Town of Olds 
that have lead to the Town of 
Olds impasse."

The following question was asked in the July 1998 Vector poll: 

If you heard conflicting or different views about education 
policy, which one of these would you be most inclined to believe? 

The answer was fascinating. Across the country, 33.7 % of 
respondents said they would believe the leaders of teachers' 
unions, 22.1 % said they would believe business leaders and other 
employers and 21.6 % said they would believe the minister of 
education. 

The figures for Alberta were a little different. Business did not 
do as well, but both the teachers' leader and the minister did better 
than the national average. The breakdown showed that 36.9 % of 
respondents said they would believe the leader of the teachers’ 
union in Alberta, 19.4 said they would believe business leaders 
and 32.3 % said they would believe the minister of education. 

Across the country, teachers' union leaders did least well in 
Manitoba (28.8 %), where, incidentally, business leaders did the 
best (33.2 %), and the most believable minister of education was in 
Alberta, with Ontario a distant second.

James C. Dobson, Ph.D., is founder and president of 
Focus on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to 
the preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the 
father of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

He was for 14 years an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics at the University of Southern California School of 
Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
Childrens's Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been heavily 
involved in govermental activities relating to the preservation 
of the family. 

QUESTION: My uncle and aunt were happily married for 
nine years before a couple of terrible things happened. First, 
their youngest child drowned in a neighborhood pool, and then 
my uncle was injured in an automobile accident. Instead of 
bringing them together, these two events drove them apart. 
How could they have weathered the storms? How will my 
fiancee and I stay together through the difficult times in our 
lives? 

DR. DOBSON: Having served on a large medical school 
faculty for 14 years, I watched many families go through the 
kind of hardship your relatives suffered. All too commonly, I 
saw marital relationships succumb to the pressures of per¬ 
sonal crises. Parents who produced a mentally retarded child, 
for example, often blamed each other for the tragedy that 
confronted them. Instead of clinging together in love and 
reassurance, they added to their sorrows by attacking each 
other. I didn't condemn them for this human failing, but I did 
pity them for it. A basic ingredient was lacking in their 
relationship, which remained unrecognized until the their 
world fell off its axis. That missing component is called ... 
commitment. 

I heard the late Dr. Francis Schaeffer speak to this issue 
some years ago. The noted theologian described the bridges 
that were built in Europe by the Romans in the first and second 
centuries A.D. They are still standing today, despite the 
unreinforced brick and mortar with which they were made. 
Why haven't they collapsed in this modern era of heavy trucks 
and equipment? They remain intact because they are used for 
nothing but foot traffic. If an 18-wheel semi were driven across 
these historical structures, they would crumble in a great 
cloud of dust and debris. 

Marriages that lack an iron-willed determination to hang 
together are like the fragile Roman bridges. They appear to be 
secure and may indeed remain upright -- until they are put 
under heavy pressure. That's when the seams split and the 
foundation crumbles. It appears to me that many young 
couples today are in that precarious position. Their relation¬ 
ships are constructed of unreinforced mud that will not 
withstand the weighty trials lying ahead. The determination to 
survive together is simply not there. 

It’s not only the great tragedies of life but also the daily 
frustrations that wear and tear on a marriage. When accumu¬ 
lated over time, these minor irritants may be even more 
threatening to a marriage than the catastrophic events that 
crash into our lives. And yes, there are times in every good 
marriage when a husband and wife don't like each other very 
much. There are occasions when they feel as though they will 
never be in love again. Emotions are like that. They flatten out 
occasionally like an automobile tire with a nail in the tread. 
Riding on the rim is a pretty bumpy experience for everyone on 
board. 

Let's return to your specific question. What will you do 
when unexpected tornadoes blow through your home or when 
the doldrums leave your sails sagging and silent? Will you pack 
it in and go home to Mama? Will you pout and cry and seek 
ways to strike back? Or will your commitment hold you 
steady? If you want your marriage to last a lifetime, you must 
set your jaw and clench your fists. Make up your mind that 
nothing short of death will ever be permitted to come between 
the two of you. Nothing!

In my last "Way of Life" arti¬ 
cle, I told you about our 
upcoming trip to the Dominican 
Republic. Many life lessons have 
been impressed on my heart from 
our experiences with the Do¬ 
minican people. Our main focus 
in this Caribbean island coun¬ 
try has been in a poor commu¬ 
nity, Los Alcarrizos. Approxi¬ 
mately 450,000 people live in 
this city, which covers an area 
about the size of Red Deer. In 
the center of this dense popula¬ 
tion are several wonderful min¬ 
istries of compassion and social 
concern, one of which is the 
Lighthouse School. About 600 
students attend this school, giv¬ 
ing quality education and train¬ 
ing to many children and youth. 
Our time there has been spent 
mainly helping with construc¬ 
tion of facilities as the school 
expands. Alongside Dominican 
friends, we labor together so 
that more children can benefit 
by this excellent opportunity. 

This last visit, however, held 
some precious treasures which 
far exceeded the bricks and mor¬ 
tar. I'd like to tell you about one 
of those treasures. 

Last year we began sponsor¬ 
ing a young girl so that she could 
attend the school. Our recent 
visit provided an opportunity to 
meet Maribel and her family "up 
close and personal". Let me de¬ 
scribe our afternoon visit. 

Our missionary interpreter 
parked her vehicle on a street not 
far from the school. We proceeded 
on foot to the end of the road and 
down into a ravine. "Steps" had 
been carved into the steep hill¬ 
side. We proceeded along the path 
and up the other side past several 
makeshift homes. At the very 
end we came to our destination: 
a one-room metal house, dirt 
floor, no electricity. There to 


greet us were mom, dad, and 
four of their five children. We 
stood in front of the house un¬ 
der a canopy of sorts. It ap¬ 
peared that tin cans were being 
used for open fire cooking. The 
mom was experiencing major 
pain because of a toothache. 
The father worked a very low- 
payingjob. Their home had been 
destroyed in the recent hurri¬ 
cane. This was a "new one". The 
children were playful and happy, 
although the missionary later 
said that they showed signs of 
malnutrition. Yet, it was a pre¬ 
cious time of sharing gifts, blow¬ 
ing up balloons for a party, tak¬ 
ing pictures. Somehow, as we 
began to share with each other 
the obvious poverty was not so 
obvious. We were just people with 
much in common. Among other 
things, we brought a picture of 
our family which they gladly re¬ 
ceived. 

Before we left I wanted to pray 
with these newfound friends, and 
so we gathered in a circle and 
joined hands. With the interpret¬ 
er's help, I sincerely prayed for 
God's continued care and provi¬ 
sion upon each of them. As I said 
my "amen", the mother began to 
pray,...for God's continued care 
and provision on our family. For 
me, that moment was life-chang¬ 
ing. 

For the rest of the afternoon I 
reflected on our precious family 
time. I realized how often 1 focus 
on how people are different than 
me. Those differences often cre¬ 
ate barriers, which, if not brought 
down create separation. In that 
setting, I saw myself as the one 
who had come with something to 
give. They were the receivers, 


the needy. I went away from that 
visit realizing that everyone had 
given and, truly, all had received. 
This beautiful family had given a 
precious treasure to me. 

In I Corinthians 13:13, it is 
written "And now these three 
remain: faith, hope and love. But 
the greatest of these is love." New 
light was shed on this verse in 
light of my experience earlier 
that day. Yes, there are differ¬ 
ences in how we look and think, 
in how much we have and so on.. 
But at the core, we all share the 
same need for faith, hope and 
love in our world. Likewise, we 
all share the same capacity to 
give these gifts to each other. To 
the degree we are able to give and 
receive these three gifts to one 
another, differences give way to 
something higher-the God-or¬ 
dained value 

of each and every human be¬ 
ing. In a very real way, our need 
for faith, hope and love raises us 
up or brings us down, to one 
level-the level of needing each 
other. At least, that is what I 
experienced that afternoon. 

I wish I could take you (and I 
suppose a whole lot of people) to 
a little tin house in the Domini¬ 
can Republic, and have you join 
hands in that circle. Faith, hope 
and love lie at the center of our 
human need in our world. These 
gifts lie within us to give, if we 
can see past our differences. And, 
contrary to the TV commercials, 
we cannot truly live in their 
absence individually or as a com¬ 
munity. I know that since that 
afternoon, I have prayed much 
more fervently the prayer of St. 
Francis, "Lord, make me a chan¬ 
nel...."

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College partners to 
promote swine centre 


Along with Alberta Pork and 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, Olds Col¬ 
lege will work towards devel¬ 
oping an Alberta Centre for 
swine Training. 

The three parties say an 
Alberta Centre for Swine 
Training will bring together 
everyone interested in meet¬ 
ing the training and human 
resource needs of pork pro¬ 
ducers. It would co-ordinate 
personnel recruitment and 
technology transfer while in¬ 
vesting in education and train¬ 
ing. 

"Although the hog market 
is in turmoil now, swine pro¬ 
duction is increasing in Al¬ 
berta." says Rod Reynar, the 
Dean of Agricultural Produc¬ 
tion, Business and Animal 
Sciences at Olds College. 
"We re coming together to meet 
the demands of producers to 
co-ordinate and maximise our 


efforts to address the current 
shortage of trained workers 
in the industry." 

Olds College, which intro¬ 
duces a new Swine Manage¬ 
ment major in its two-year 
Agriculture Production di¬ 
ploma program in September, 
has a long history if training 
in this area. Last year, 
through Extension Services, 
the College partnered with 
Sunterra, Elite Swine and 
Uniprk as well as Alberta Ad¬ 
vanced Eduaction and Career 
Development, for a successful 
pilot swine technician train¬ 
ing program. The college is 
also involved in a partnership 
with UGG through Unipork 
and Unifeed for the operation 
of the Swine Centre on cam¬ 
pus. 

Discussion is still underway 
to determine the activities of 
the Centre over the next few 
months.

CWB signs agreement with 
China for wheat sales 


The CWB and the China 
National Cereals, Oils and 
Foodstuffs Import and Export 
Corporation (COFCO) signed 
a Memorandum of Agreement 
on April 15 for Canadian mill¬ 
ing wheat sales to China esti¬ 
mated at more than CDN $100 
million. 

The Memorandum of Agree¬ 
ment, witnessed by Shi 
Guangsheng, Chinas Minis¬ 
ter of Foreign Trade and Eco¬ 
nomic Cooperation, and the 
Honourable Ralph Goodale, 
Minister responsible for the 
CWB, calls for the milling 
wheat sale to be negotiated 


under normal commercial 
practices and at market value. 

The signing took place dur¬ 
ing Chinese Premier Zhu 
Rongji's visit to Canada aimed 
at increasing trade with and 
investment in China. 

"The CWB has supplied 
over 110 million tonnes of 
wheat to China since the 
early 1960s. The consistent, 
high quality product we of¬ 
fer continues to ensure west¬ 
ern farmers have a preferred 
share of this important mar¬ 
ket," siad Greg Arason, CWB 
President and CEO. 

China's domestic wheat pro¬ 


duction has been at or near 
record levels in recent years, 
resulting in reduced import 
demand. Sales of Canadian 
wheat to China in 1997-98 were 
1.3 million tonnes and ac¬ 
counted for the majority of 
China's imports. 

"While Chinese wheat im¬ 
port demand has declined from 
overall levels of about five 
million tonnes five years ago, 
the market has become more 
quality oriented," Arason said. 
"High quality, high grade 
wheat is becoming a major 
part of our exports, bringing 
up the overall sales revenue."

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Exterminating the Y2K bug on the farm 


Preparations for the rap¬ 
idly approaching new millen¬ 
nium go far beyond party hats 
and streamers. 

A complicated and poten¬ 
tially troublesome computer 
bug is set to surface as the 
clock strikes 12 and the entire 
country has to be prepared. 

Farmers and rural resi¬ 
dents are facing potential prob¬ 
lems ranging from the loss of 
computer records to failing 
heating, milking and irriga¬ 
tion systems. 

The bug itself will occur 
when computers read 00 in the 
date slot and interpret that as 
meaning 1900 instead of 2000. 
When this happens, they may 
fail to recognize files with dates 
after that point. 

But this problem extends 
well beyond losing files from 
the personal computer. 

Embedded computer sys¬ 
tems can be found in many 
places the average person 
wouldn't think to look. 


For farmers, any date-sen¬ 
sitive equipment is at risk. 
Watering and feeding machines 
might malfunction or shut 
down and tractors with on¬ 
board computers might not 
run. 

"No one knows exactly what 
will be affected and to what 
extent," says Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada's (AAFC) 
Andrew Graham. "That's why 
being prepared for every pos¬ 
sibility is the best way to ap¬ 
proach the situation." 

Graham heads up AAFC's 
task force on Y2K. The team is 
working to raise awareness of 
the problem in the agriculture 
and agri-food sector and help¬ 
ing farmers and agri-busi¬ 
nesses get the information they 
need to navigate through this 
potential predicament. 

To be prepared farmers 
should take a thorough inven¬ 
tory of all equipment to deter¬ 
mine what is computerized or 
may contain embedded sys¬ 


tems. All computerized equip¬ 
ment should be tested to en¬ 
sure it will function properly 
when the date turns over. It is 
also a good idea to have ex¬ 
perts check out heating, cool¬ 
ing and ventilation systems, 
as well as thermostats and 
irrigation, milking and feed¬ 
ing equipment. 

"There is no quick fix solu¬ 
tion," says Graham. "Each line 
of computer code has to be 
searched, fixed and tested 
manually and embedded chips 
have to be located and indi¬ 
vidually tested. This could be 
an expensive process, but go¬ 
ing through it now would be 
cheaper than facing the conse¬ 
quences of not being prepared." 

Farmers can take advan¬ 
tage of several Government of 
Canada initiatives to help them 
get through the process. 

Under the Student Connec¬ 
tion Program, almost 700 post¬ 
secondary student advisors 
are giving one-day reviews to 


small and medium sized busi¬ 
nesses to identify Y2K prob¬ 
lems. For $195, the business 
gets a customised assessment 
of up to 10 computers, includ¬ 
ing an inventory of all hard¬ 
ware and software used, a di¬ 
agnostic testing of systems and 
a prepared action plan.

To help with the obvious 
financial burdens of Y2K 
preparation, the Business De¬ 
velopment Bank of Canada has 
created a $50 million Year 2000 
Ready loan program which 
gives businesses specially de¬ 
signed term loans with flex¬ 
ible repayment options. 

Some preparation costs can 
also be written off as tax de¬ 
ductions. A new tax relief ini¬ 
tiative allows businesses de¬ 
ductions of up to $50,000 for 
computer hardware and soft¬ 


ware that had to be replaced 
because of the Y2K bug. 

"There are a lot of avenues 
open for farmers and agri-busi¬ 
nesses,” says Graham. "The 
important thing right now is 
that word gets out and the 
small and medium-sized busi¬ 
nesses find the information 
they need to start their prepa¬ 
rations."

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Agri-food exports on target says ag department 


Canadian agri-food ex¬ 
ports stayed on course last 
year through stormy over¬ 
seas markets in Asia, Latin 
America and Russia. 

Preliminary data re¬ 
cently released by Statis¬ 
tics Canada shows agri¬ 
food exports topped the $20- 
billion mark for the third 
consecutive year, coming 
in at $20.9 billion. 

“The numbers are very 
encouraging," says Jim de 
Graaf of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada's Mar¬ 
ket and Industry Services 
Branch. "Industry has set 
very definite goals that 
the Government of 
Canada is committed to 
helping them reach. It's 
encouraging to see the sec¬ 
tor generally hold steady 
and stay on course to reach 
its goals in a year when 
world export markets 
were anything but solid." 

The preliminary total 
for agri-food exports is 
down slightly from the 
record level reached last 
year, however, the final fig¬ 
ures are expected to be 
about the same. 

Industry is especially en¬ 
couraged by the fact that 
exports of processed foods, 
a priority growth area, in¬ 
creased by nearly nine per 
cent to hit $10.6 billion. 

The Canadian Agri-food 
Marketing Council 
(CAMC), an industry or¬ 
ganization that sets export 
targets and advises the 
Minister of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food on trade related 
matters, has identified proc¬ 
essed products as a way to 
increase world market 
share and help create jobs. 

CAMC's goal is for the 
Canadian agri-food sector 
to increase the proportion 
of processed food exports 
from 40 to 60 per cent by 
2005. 

Inroads are being made 
toward this goal. Processed 
food exports to the U.S., 
Canada’s biggest trading 
partner, increased signifi¬ 
cantly in 1998. 

CAMC executive direc¬ 
tor Myles Frosst says this 
is good news for consum¬ 
ers, investors, farmers and 
processors. 

"By increasing processed 
product exports, industry 
hopes to create more than 
400,000 new jobs in rural 
and urban Canada and cre¬ 
ate an additional $20.3 bil¬ 
lion in the GDP by 2005," 
he said. 

CAMC's main goal is for 
Canada to win a greater 
share of growth by attain¬ 
ing a four per cent share of 
world agri-food export 
markets by 2005. It sees 
the 1998 numbers as an 
indicator the sector is well 
on the way to making this 
happen. 

"The numbers confirm 
the industry vision is not 
only achievable but is be¬ 
ing achieved right now, not¬ 
withstanding the economic 
problems of some Asian 
markets, Latin America 
and Russia. This is a true 
affirmation of the strength 


and diversity of the indus¬ 
try," said Frosst. 

Export sales were up 16 
per cent in the Atlantic 
provinces with PEI’s ex¬ 
port figures rising 42 per 
cent to hit $277 million. 


New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia also enjoyed growth 
in exports in 1998. Newfound¬ 
land suffered a drop from 
1997, but its totals remained 
higher than they were in 1996 
and 1995. 


The numbers confirm 
that the industry vision 
is not only achievable but 
is being achieved right 
now, notwithstanding 
the economic problems 
of some Asian markets.

Rural infrastucture 
needs a boost 


Alberta Liberal Leader Nancy 
MacBeth asked the following 
questions in the Alberta 
Legislature Wednesday, March 
31. (Excerpt taken from Alberta 
Hansard March 31, 1999). 

MacBETH: Mr. Speaker, when 
is the government going to meet 
the long-term care needs of rural 
Albertans living in towns and 
villages rather than shippingthem 
miles away from family, from 
friends, and from places of 
worship? 

KLEIN: Well, Mr. Speaker, I 
can tell you for sure that was an 
issue that was never addressed by 
the hon. Leader of the Liberal 
Opposition when she was Minister 
of Health, but I'll tell you this 
Minister of Health is doing a lot 
relative to seniors in conjunction 
with other ministries that also 
have responsibilities for seniors 
and I will have the hon. Minister 
of Health respond, followed by 
the hon. Minister of Community 
Development, followed by the hon. 
Minister of Municipal Affairs. 

JONSON: Mr. Speaker, the 
Leader of the Opposition may 
recall that in our overall budget 
and business plan which has been 
discussed in committee, we have 
put an emphasis on long-term 
care starting with identified 
dollars to expand the long-term 
care capacity in Edmonton and 
Calgary specifically and that will 
of course respond to the needs of 
our senior population but also 
help with the opening up of more 
acute care beds as being available 
for other necessary treatments. 
In addition to that we have the 
long-term care review committee 
conducting its work and looking 
at not only the overall need out 
there for long-term care 
accommodation but also some 
very creative and innovative ways 
of providing that particular long¬ 
term care expansion. In addition 
to that as we have capital dollars 
available long-term care will be 


certainly given priority. 

MacBETH: Thank you, Mr. 
Speaker, and when is the 
government going to ensure 
safety of our rural communities 
by restoring the $16 million in 
funding that it cut away from 
rural policing? 

HAVELOCK: Mr. Speaker, we 
used to, it's true, fund all police 
forces in the province to the tune 
of $30 million. That funding was 
decreased $15 million a number 
of years ago, I think it was in 
1993, to fight the deficit as the 
Premier indicates. That total 
reduction in the police services 
budget was actually spread over 
time and I think it equated to 
about a 3 to 4 percent decrease in 
funding. One thing I will indicate, 
Mr. Speaker, is that for the past 
number of years for the . . . I'm 
trying to get to the point if the 
other side would just be quiet for 
a moment. What we have done in 
the past number of years is 
actually maintain the level of 
funding with respect to the 
provincial police force. We retain 
the services of the RCMP to 
provide communities with 
policing services. The hon. 
member across the way, the leader 
of the opposition is probably well 
aware that all communities with 
less than 2,500 residents do not 
pay anything towards their 
policing costs. Other communities 
that have more residents of course 
do pay. The other thing that we 
do, quite frankly, which provides 
a significant amount of support 
to communities is that all 
provincial fine revenues actually 
accrue to the communities which 
generate them. We handle all the 
costs associated with actually 
processing those fines. In fact, 
this morning I saw some of the 
numbers, and it's approximately 
$44 to $45 million dollars that 
stays within the communities on 
top ofthe $15 million that we give 
them at this point in time.
